Regarding to independent Claims 1 and 9-12, Applicant does not agree that the prior art (U.S. Patent 6,633,534) of Tosaki's protection 
information is stored in a side channel in a pregroove in the data zone (page 13 of the Remarks, lines 5-8). Accordingly, the prior art of 
Tosaki teaches a copy management key information which is stored in a prepits/pregroove section as a side channel information (column 2, 
lines 48-52). 

Furthermore, Applicant states that the prior art of Tosaki's prepit/pregroove belongs to a lead-in area and therefore it is not in the data zone. 
Accordingly, Applicant does not define what is a data zone (such as not a lead-in area) but claims that the data zone includes a pregroove. 
In this case, the Tosaki's prepit/pregroove is therefore considered as a recording area belonged to the data zone. 

In other words, a lead-in area represented by a prepit/pregroove such as Tosaki's can be considered as a data zone as required in 
Applicant Claims 1 and 9-12. .
